As an old boy of this School I feel honoured to have been given the privilege 
of addressing you on this Shangani Memorial Day, and it is to you the boys of 
this School today —the leaders of Rhodesia tomorrow — to whom I principally 
address my remarks. 

Today we honour brave men. And when we pay homage to Major Allan 
Wilson and his men for their indomitable courage and fortitude in the face of 
impossible odds, we also remember those old boys who gave their lives for Rhodesia 
during the Second World War, and more recently, in the current war, for the 
survival of Rhodesia. 

Of all manly virtues the greatest is courage, and in this context it has been 
said that no man can answer for his own courage until he has been in danger. The 
brave man is not he who feels no fear, but he who subdues his fear and places his 
life at risk for his fellow men. There are many factors which induce this state of 
mind. The three most important of these are : — 

(a) ‘The man’s family background. 

(b) His religious beliefs. 

(c) His schooling. 

Allan Wilson School is particularly fortunate in being so named, and I like to 
think that all of us who have attended this School are perhaps mentally a little 
more conditioned to accept the shock of battle. I believe that this is because we 
have all been imbued at an early age by the example, resolve and courage of Major 
Allan Wilson and his patrol. 

At this critical time in our country’s history the need for every Rhodesian to 
display Major Allan Wilson’s brand of courage is of paramount importance, and I 
think the Armed Forces, the Farmers and the Public Services personnel are 
currently setting an extremely fine example of this. The recent military exercises 
in Mocambique illustrate this. 

But courage in battle is not enough — we must have courage to face up to a 
changing world; to accept that in building this fine country we have been tardy in 
racial areas and, to put right what is wrong. We must have the courage to join 
with all the races of this country to build for the good of all. 

I am here today because of a letter I wrote your Headmaster. Throughout the 
years I had always remembered the last verse of the poem “To Brave Men”. It 
has been a source of strength to me on many occasions in the past and I wrote to 
your Headmaster to get the complete poem. I stand shanghaied before you today 
as a result. 

I would ask you all to listen very carefully to this poem when it is read out 
later in the Service, for I cannot think of a finer call to Rhodesians at this time. 
Reflect upon the words and then let us resolve to conduct ourselves in such a 
manner for the good of Rhodesia that Major Allan Wilson can turn to his men and 
say, “We have built well — our sacrifice has not been in vain.” 


TO BRAVE MEN 


And those who stood upon Shangani’s bank — 

Those gallant few with danger all around — 
Who fought until the last brave fighter sank 

Beside his dying comrades on the ground; 
They call to us, “Hold on when hope has fled! 

Hold on with bleeding hand and blinded eyes! 
Hold on when all the things you love are dead! 

When beaten to your knees, hold on and rise! 
Rise up again, and in the battle din, 

Hear still our call to you, “Hold on and win!”

Headmaster’s Address 
Mr. and Mrs. Davies, Ladies and Gentlemen, 

We in Rhodesia have reached a crucial stage in our lives. The daily announce- 
ments of the news media and the latest extension of the period of National Service 
for our young men leave us in no doubt of this. The pressure of world opinion is 
herding us to the edge of the cliff and urging us to jump off. BUT I believe we still 
have a choice — we can choose to find a path down that cliff and it is up to all 
of us to exercise this choice with courage and confidence. 

Evolution teaches us that the strong survive, but only when they adapt their 
strengths to changing circumstances and environments. Many wonderful creatures 
of pre-history plunged to extinction because they failed to do just that, but those 
who survived grew in strength and position. We are all in a position of privilege, 
make no mistake about it. What greater privilege could we have had than to have 
lived and been educated in Rhodesia? Because of our heritage, our education, and 
the privileges we have enjoyed we have a strength that has stood against the 
world, but remember that the strongest of steel] must be flexible if it is not to snap 
under extreme pressure. 

I cannot say what the future will bring to you or to Rhodesia. All I can say 
is that change there will be; change in environment, change in attitudes, change 
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in our way of life. From this a new society will evolve, but the nature of that 
society will depend on what kind of people survive and how they survive. If only 
the weak survive, or the strong survive only by compromising or abandoning their 
strengths and their heritage, we will have failed. There are some things that the 
privileged should concede, such as the attitudes of prejudice that regard those 
who are different as necessarily inferior. BUT there are other things that should 
not be conceded or thrown away and those are the strengths and standards of our 
heritage. The keyword is adaptability — we must adapt our strengths to grapple 


with new problems and a new environment, but whatever happens we must ensure 
that the strong survive. 


Let me quote from the first edition of the school magazine: “30th January, 
1940, the school opened with 250 boys, 120 of whom were in Std. V and the re- 
mainder in Forms 1-4. Boys were drawn from every high school in the country 
and for many months school assemblies were motley gatherings showing samples 
of every high school blazer.” 


The analogy is not difficult to see. From such unpromising beginnings we have 
progressed in some 38 years to the school whose activities I proudly report on 
today. Let us ensure that what we have built will survive and form a foundation 
for further building, albeit in a changed environment. 


Our 1976 exam results were most encouraging and pupils and staff alike can 
be proud of their achievements. In the R.C.E. Higher Level exams only two boys 
from 3B2 failed to pass in all five subjects. The “O” Level results were the best 
we have had since I came to Allan Wilson and it is difficult to imagine them being 
bettered. Of our 106 candidates, 90 achieved five or more “O” Level passes and 65 
achieved distinctions in Maths. We had 100 per cent. passes in both French and 
Afrikaans, 95 per cent. in Maths and Engineering and improved our pass mark in 
English Language from 65 per cent. in 1975 to 87 per cent. in 1976. Only in 
History, P-w-CG and Tech. Drawing were we disappointed and even here our 
results were above the National average. 

At “M” Level where 72 boys attempted three or more subjects, we maintained 
our exceptional pass rate in Afrikaans and Maths, “upped” our per cent. pass in 
English and Chemistry, achieved a 93 per cent. pass in our first Biology class, and 
only disappointed in Physics and Geography. 

In our Upper Sixth of 26 boys only one pupil failed to pass one “A” Level 
subject, while six achieved four “A” Level passes. Dabrowski gained top distinctions 
in Maths, Physics, Electronics and Chemistry while Efthyvoulos passed Physics and 
Chemistry at “S” level and obtained distinctions in Maths, Physics and Electronics. 
Our lowest per cent. pass was in Chemistry with 60 per cent. 


These are bare statistics ladies and gentlemen, but I can assure you that these 
results are quite outstanding. Out of a school of 600 we now have some 140 in the 
Sixth Form this year and I would like to pay tribute publicly to the teaching staff 
of Allan Wilson for their unstinting efforts and expertise. 


1977 has been a full and exciting year in many ways, with, I believe a healthy 
balance between activities. If our object is to educate the “whole” man, we must 
feed him mentally, physically, culturally and socially. He in his turn must make 
full use of all his talents to the benefit of the whole community. This concept of 
complete involvement is the basis of my philosophy of education and life, and 
1977 has brought a new dimension to Allan Wilson in the lead that has been given 
by our present Upper Sixth. These boys are “givers” rather than “takers”, they 
are not afraid to make a commitment or to take a lead, they work as a team for a 
team and consequently life becomes a richer experience. Largely through their 
efforts the schoo] newsletter and last year’s excellent school magazine came into 
being, the Debating society and the Interact club with Q.E. have flourished. This 
in turn has led to a new dimension in the A.W./Q.E. community. Witness their 
“drummies” at our major rugby matches, the A.W. assistance at the Q.E. fete, 
the combined triumph in the musical section of the Schools Drama Festival with 
the production of “Oklahoma”. Without doubt this year a real lead has been given 
to the school by the Head Boy, the Deputy Head Boy, the Prefects and the Upper 
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Sixth, and it is timely and appropriate that today we should award a true DUX 
trophy for the first time. It is equally fitting that this trophy should be presented 
by the Geach family to the most involved Allan Wilson boy of the year. Allan 
Geach was a founder pupil of A.W. in 1940, he has seen four sons through the 
school and he and his wife are still members of the P.T.A. executive. It is his wish 
that the trophy be awarded annually to the boy who makes the greatest all-round 
contribution — academic, sporting, cultural and personality-wise to the School — 
and I can think of no trophy I would rather have for A.W. and no more appropriate 
donor. My only regret is that Allan has run out of sons and we will now have to 
wait for the grandchildren. 

I think that the message of involvement is there for all to see. Stars and 
leaders there will be in all aspects of school life, but the keynote must always be 
participation by the greatest number for the common good. We salute our stars 
and we congratulate them on their achievements but only against a background 
of team and school participation. Dramatics has been a perfect example this year, 
with our own excellent production of “The Long and the Short and the Tall’, the 
Q.E./A.W. production of “Oklahoma” and our Inter-House festival. The success of 
all of these is to be found in the enjoyment and participation of not only the actors, 
but the countless numbers of back-stage workers and helpers. Equally the highly 
successful P.T.A. fund-raising activities could not have succeeded without “back- 
stage” volunteers from the school. 

Art, Printing, Engineering, Electronics, Photography, Chess, Debating, First 
Aid, Scripture Union, Interact, Gymnastics, Weights and Rifle Club — the oppor- 
tunity to participate is there for all. Athletics, basketball, badminton, cricket, 
cross-country, hockey, rugby, rowing, soccer, swimming, squash, tennis, table- 
tennis, water-polo— all are offered and have given pleasure and heartache to 
staff and boys alike throughout the year.

Perhaps here special mention should be 
made of David Lowe who won four gold medals at the S.A. swimming champion- 
ships earlier this year — a quite remarkable achievement. 

We intend to hold another of our Prefects selection camps before the end of 
the month and I hope that the boys selected will combine with the staff in 1978 
to give the lead and set the example that has been a hallmark of 1977. 

I thank Mr. Law, Mr. Ronnie Todd, Mr. Ferreira and the staff for their 
dedication and initiative, the School Council for their guidance and the P.T.A. for 
their untiring efforts on behalf of the school. Finally I thank the boys and parents 
for what has undoubtedly been a most satisfying team effort in 1977, and I wish 
those who are leaving the school every success in the future -—for future there 
must and will be for us all.

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School Advisory Council Report 


It is my pleasure to present to you the Report on the major activities of your 


School Council for 1977. 
We held only three official meetings, one per term, and one unofficial meeting, 
the latter having been obliged to be unoffcial due to the lack of a quorum. 


The most important matters which received Council’s attention this year 
concerned : 


_ 1. The procedures to be adopted by staff and pupils to counter urban terror- 
ism should this ever arise in the school grounds or buildings. 


2. Ways and means of handling problems associated with the presence of 
obnoxious visitors, particularly at sports meetings and especially at rugby matches 
held on school grounds. 


3. Effects on school intake following the alteration in status of the school 
from a Technical High School to a Secondary High School in 1974 and consequent 
sharing with Prince Edward of the zone from which we draw new scholars. 


4. School uniforms. 
5. School staffing. 
I would like briefly to comment on these as follows: 


1. With regard to urban terrorism affecting schools, procedures formulated 
by the Headmaster and Staff to safeguard the well-being of pupils were of paramount 
importance to us, bearing in mind the acts of violence and especially the two 
bomb outrages experienced in Salisbury this year. These procedures cover the 
evacuation to safe places of all pupils and staff should this become necessary, and 
various drills to be adopted to cater for other eventualities. Your Council has de- 
bated these procedures at some length and we are well satisfied with them and feel 
that parents can place their complete confidence in these in the manner set out by 
the Headmaster. 


2. Council has become increasingly concerned at the increase in hooliganism, 
and the incidence of drinking that today appear to be associated with sports meetings. 
We at Allan Wilson are fortunate that at present the problem is not a major one, 
but we are, nevertheless, looking at ways and means to combat these unpleasant 
occurrences. 


3. School intake into Form I still remains at the level of about 100 per annum 
with about one-third coming from the zone, the balance being made up from 
zoning exemptions and boarding places. We are especially pleased to note that 
there seems to have been no reduction in academic achievement following the 
cessation of the school entrance examination. Public examination results have, 
if anything, improved and Allan Wilson must rank with the leaders in this country 
for rate and quality of pass achieved. 


4. School uniforms are perennially discussed and this year the question of 
availability of colours blazers appeared to be a problem. However, I am very 
pleased to be able to say that our very attractive colours blazers, of which we are 
all so proud, will continue to be stocked for the next few years at least. 


5. School] staffing throughout Rhodesia has posed very serious problems, with 
many schools suffering tremendous changes each year. In many instances classes 
are without adequate teaching staff. However, we at Allan Wilson can count 
ourselves indeed fortunate that our turnover in staff has been exceptionally small 
this year. This, I am sure you will agree, is no small measure due to the proud 
spirit and sense of tradition that have been built up by the Headmaster, Staff and 
pupils alike, particularly over the past few years.

You see, we’re just as concerned with what each 
of our members gets out of the Air Force as with 
what each puts in. Just as concerned that all of our 
men and women should be contented and fulfilled 
as well as being constructive on our behalf. 

Of course, we offer all the usual fringe benefits 
such as free medical and dental attention, good pay 
and conditions, excellent leave, promotion and 
pension prospects and outstanding sports facilities. 
But there’s really nothing very different about that, 
because most military services offer the same 
advantages. 

What is different, very different, about the 
Air Force, is the way of life. The feeling of being 
treated as a valued, individual member of a small 
close family rather than as just one of a crowd of 
look-alike, think-alike automatons.

This has not been a very satisfactory year for Careers guidance. In the VI 
Form periods we have experienced great difficulty in obtaining speakers of quality 
due to call-up and other commitments. Nevertheless, there have been invaluable ses- 
sions on drugs, army life, and a stimulating talk by a visiting evangelist and others, 
and in the third term of the year various people came to talk on the different ways in 
which National Service can be fulfilled. The Director of Manpower, representatives 
of Internal Affairs and Squadron Leader Cockle from the Air Force, all indicated 
avenues of service open to our youngsters. In addition to outside speakers, tapes on 
sex education and drug abuse have been used and talks given on scholarships, bur- 
saries, applying for jobs, teacher recruitment, and the like. 

The once-a-term Career’s day has had to be scrapped because of the same 
difficulties affecting the shortage of speakers but all the boys in Forms IV, V and 
VI attended the Careers Exhibition at the Harry Margolis Hall, together with those 
writing R.C.E. this year. This was a very good exhibition with a Jot of useful in- 
formation about a wide range of careers available. 

The aptitude testing of pupils in 3B, 3C and 4A was concluded. In ad- 
dition, parents of these pupils were invited to attend an evening session to discuss 
the results of these tests. 

Individual careers guidance continues and details are now held in the school 
of South African, Rhodesian and many overseas universities, together with inform- 
ation on other further educational institutions such as the Polytechnic, Gwebi and 
Teachers’ Training College. Careers guidance leaflets are available for consultation 
in the library and sheets of information about basic university entrance, educational 
standards required for entry to apprenticeships, professional and other posts should 
shortly be available. 

Notice of bursaries, scholarships, cadetships, apprenticeships and similar oppor- 
tunities for leavers are placed on the careers notice board as and when they are 
received. We will help anyone who is interested by giving further information but 
boys must remember that it is eventually their responsibility to apply for jobs, or 
scholarships or university entrance. 

It has recently become known that our youth will have to do two years of Nation- 
al Service before being able to proceed to University training. We feel this is very 
unfortunate and we hope it will be a very temporary arrangement. In the meantime 
all we can do is to commend our boys to make the best of the matter and we will 
help eventually in every way we can to help them fulfil their ambitions when the 


period of service is over.

Time was demanding on the cast as “Oklahoma” was produced in about six 
weeks. Many had their doubts as to the success of the play, though it was surprising 
how the play came together in the last moments. Some setbacks were experienced, 
due to illness, like Curly catching a cold during the performance week, though 
everything seemed to fit into place. 

The performances went well with only a few mishaps and some gaps made by 
forgetful actors. The scenery contributed well to the overall impression. One of the 
most amusing incidents was when Curly tried to remove his gun from his holster in 
the “auction scene”. It had become stuck and in desperation he tore the gun out. 
It was difficult not to laugh in this tense scene. 


Response from the public was overwhelming and the adjudicator enjoyed the 
performance immensely. He appeared to have little to criticise. Well done to all 
concerned and thanks to all who helped in any way. In conclusion, perhaps 
the best way to indicate public opinion is to quote from a letter received from 
the Secretary for Education, “The production was first rate and the players 
really rose to the occasion giving great pleasure to the audience. The Principals 
were truly excellent and we enjoyed very much the quality of their singing and 
performance.” ie

Our main non-fund-raising project was organising monthly Saturday night 
dances at St. Catherine’s. These were well attended and enjoyed by all. Other 
activities were: an outing for children from the Rhodesia Children’s Home to 
Cleveland Dam, a night out for some of Salisbury’s Senior Citizens at a special 
performance of “Oklahoma”, and books were collected for Epworth Mission.

_ This year saw the introduction of several innovations which it was hoped would 
improve the general standard of athletics at the school.

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ROWING REPORT 


We look back on 1977 as an enjoyable and reasonably 
successful year for the Rowing Club. Mr. Park, with no pre- 
vious experience (although this is being remedied!) took over 
the Rowing Club from Mr. Dale at the beginning of the year. 
G. Cooke (Captain), S. Fitzgerald (Vice-Captain, Ist term), 
and M. O’Rourke (Vice-Captain, 2nd and 3rd terms), have 
appreciated the enthusiastic support they have generally had 
from the other members. However, we have all missed 
Alli takes up rowing = Mr. Dale’s coaching. 


Our most successful crew of the year was the A.W. “Eight”. This crew, stroked 


by Mansell, generally competed in the open division and broke three Rhodesian 
records during the year. 


Our A.W. ‘A’ crew, usually rowing coxless, also competed in the open division. 
After a rather unspectacular start to the season we changed the rigging on the boat 
to “bow-stroke”. With Cooke in this position the crew really fell into place and at 


the Rhodesian Open Championships they romped home in the lead, breaking a 
long-standing record. 


In spite of trying hard, the A.W. ‘B’ crew has had a disappointing season. Some- 
how they have not combined well and have possibly missed Mr. Dale’s coaching more 
than the rest of our crews. 


The A.W. ‘C’ crew -~ Hosking, Dunn, Thorpe and Triegaardt, the latter 
two being newcomers to rowing at the beginning of the season, were a hard working 
and enthusiastic foursome throughout the year. They co-operated fully with one 
another and improved rapidly. Their hard work was rewarded at the Rhodesian 
Open Championships when they won the Senior D Division. 

The U.16 crew battled hard this year and at Mazoe generally found themselves 
second to Marlborough — this has been blamed on the handicapping effects of our 
clinker, Robert! But in South Africa, in similar boats, they comfortably beat Marl- 
borough. However, the crew gained much and their spirit developed as did their 
determination to give of their best. This augurs well for next season. 


Our scullers have had a good year. Cooke has had a very successful year with 
several wins to his credit. His performances in South Africa are recorded elsewhere 
while at the Rhodesian Open Championships he gained a great double by winning 
both the Junior First Sculls and the Senior B Sculls events, both in new record times. 
O’Rourke set a new record for the 500 m Senior C Sculls event early in the season 
and then provided some stiff competition for Gooke —in one decision there was 
only 0,4 seconds between them. R. Smith, Mansell, Baker and Hodgson sculled in 
the large Senior D Division and, against stiff competition, Smith and Mansell both 
reached placings on occasions. Vince Peacocke, who started sculling this season, did 
well in the Senior E Division, while both Barretts, rowing in the youth divisions, 
improved considerably during the season. They consistently produced 2nds and 
3rds, and Jeremy was runner-up in the U.14 Sculls event at the Rhodesian Open 
Championships. 


The Allan Wilson 1 000 m Sprint Regatta was held on Sunday, 6th March. The 
weather was kind to us this year as this was one of the few completely dry Sundays 
during the first term and all enjoyed a very successful regatta. Our thanks are due 
to the many parents of old boys who assisted in so many ways. At the regatta the 
Allan Wilson skiff (sculling boat) was officially launched and christened “Sable” by 
Mr. Todd. The skiff was purchased in kit form in 1976 and was built by Cooke and 
Fitzgerald during the Christmas holidays. 


During the second term, the School eight was brought into town and placed on 
trestles behind the tennis courts. Members began to strip it of a heavy fibre glass 
covering. Work continued during the August holidays and the third term. The fibre 
glass is now all off and regular squads are sanding down the boat. A considerable 
amount of work remains to be done in repairs, but we hope to see the “Frank Dale” 
back on the water next season, carrying our “eight” crew to victory.

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OUR NEW SUMMER STOCKS 
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SOUTH AFRICAN ROWING TOURS 


A few days away from schoo] during term time appeals to all, and so competition 
for places in the events representing Allan Wilson in South Africa were very keen. 
We were represented at three South African regattas during the year — the Wemmer 
Pan Sprint, the S.A. Schools Championships and the S.A. National Championships. 

Grimwood Cooke and Simon Fitzgerald travelled to the Wemmer Pan Sprint, 
held on 12th March, with the Hunyani Rowing Club and both distinguished them- 
selves. Cooke won the Junior First Sculls event, covering the 700m in a time of 
2 mins. 48 secs. and returned with the Cavalier Trophy. Fitzgerald achieved distinc- 
tion while a member of the Senior B Eight crew. It was a highly contested race with 
the Hunyani crew lying third only metres from the end when Fitzgerald’s oar dug 
too deep and he was thrown out of the boat. It was rumoured — although we have 
been unable to certify the truth of the statement — that Fitzgerald found the race 
too hot and decided to take a dip. However, Hunyani continued with seven oarsmen 
and came in fourth, while Fitzgerald, with two stitches in a gash over his eye. re- 
ceived plenty of female attention at the dance held after the regatta. 

Soon after 6.30 a.m. on Wednesday, 16th March, an Express Motorways bus 
left Allan Wilson, carrying the Rhodesian contingent of oarsmen to the S.A. Schools 
Championships. We had 14 oarsmen participating and shared transport with repre- 
sentatives from Ellis Robins, Marlborough, and Prince Edward Rowing Clubs. 

We travelled through the night and arrived at the gates of the Roodeplaat 
Recreational Park at 3.00 a.m. on Thursday. Cooke and Fitzgerald, who had re- 
mained in Johannesburg from the previous weekend, joined us at Roodeplaat Dam 
at a more reasonable hour and we were able to do a little training - severely 
hampered by a lack of boats—before going on into Johannesburg for a bit of 
shopping during the afternoon and meeting our hosts that evening. 

Members of the Florida Park High School Rowing Club accommodated most of 
our contingent and certainly were grand hosts. On Friday we were officially wel- 
comed by the Headmaster at assembly, were shown over the school and then given 
the free use of their boats on the Florida Park Lake for training purposes. A free 
afternoon and a braai in the evening followed. Saturday was the big day at Roode- 
plaat Dam. The regatta, which attracted a record number of entries, was well 
organised and very enjoyable. Standards were high and King Edward VII School 
won the overall trophy with Allan Wilson fifth out of twenty competing schools. We 
entered six events and reached the finals in three of these. Our U.16 crew — David 
Mansell (stroke), Michael O’Rourke, Owen Baker and Shaun Hodgson — were 
placed fifth out of 18 entries. In the Junior First Sculls event Cooke won a bronze 
medal — the first time this has been achieved by a Rhodesian schoolboy at the 
Schools Championships — when he was runner-up to Dale Howes of Selborne 
College, East London. Both Howes and Cooke broke the previous record for this 
event. The Rhodesian contingent, having enjoyed the additional competition, left 
Pretoria shortly after 10 p.m. that same evening, came through the border as it 
opened on Sunday morning and arrived in Salisbury shortly after lunchtime. 

The S.A. National Championships were held on 23rd April, and we left 
Salisbury on the previous Thursday, thus missing the last two days of term. Many 
of our representatives travelled down on their own and then went on to spend the 
rest of the school holidays in various parts of South Africa. The Rhodesians acquitted 
themselves well, although they gained mainly second and third placings. ‘Tammy 
de Koekkoek of Hunyani gained Rhodesia’s only first when she won the Ladies’ 
Sculls event. Our crew of Mansell, O’Rourke, Baker and Smith entered in the 
Senior D division and were placed third in the finals after having attained the 
fastest time overall for the day in the heats. However, the most exciting race from 
our point of view was the Junior First Sculls event. First place was again taken by 
Howes of Selborne College, but a tremendous tussle developed for the minor placings 
with O’Rourke coming second only two seconds ahead of Cooke in third place. 

These trips have been enjoyed by all and our thanks are due to Mr. Todd for 
having allowed us time off school to take part in these regattas. Already interest is 
high in the selection of the team to represent the School at next year’s regattas when 
we hope to do even better than we did this year.

Squash this year has been taken fairly seriously by a handful of 
players and, through their efforts as well as Mr. Tinker’s, a squash side 
of some semblance has emerged. The team’s standard of squash im- 
proved considerably as they gained experience and confidence. How- 
ever, due to the lack of time for coaching, too many unforced errors 
were apparent in their matches, and thus the results do not read as 
well as they could.

The season started with three informal relay galas at 
Churchill, Oriel and Allan Wilson.
